“The Menace Of Wheat Rust 


~ 
— 
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“During the last twenty years a certain parasitic fungus, known to the 
prophets from Moses to Burbank, has stolen half a million dollars’ worth of 
wheat from the farmers of Western Canada.” 

With these introductory words, W. A. Irwin writes in a recent issue of 
MacLean's Magazine, of the tireless efforts being put forth in the Dominion 
Rust Laboratory at Winnipeg, and by the research departments of the threc 
universities of the Prairie Provinces, to develop a rust resistant type of 
wheat. Mr. Irwin proceeds to say: ~ 

“Twenty years ago, Mahitoba’s hard bread wheat was at once the stan- 
dard and the envy of the world. Last year, more than half of Manitoba's 
wheat crop wag useless for bread-making. Why? The answer is ‘rust.’ 

“Last year, Alberta produced four-fifths as much wheat on six and a 
quarter million acres as Saskatchewan produced on thirteen million acres. 
Why? The answer is ‘rust.’ 

‘Last year, up until the end of December, of the wheat from the entire 
West, only thirty-five per cent. graded Number Three Northern or better, as 
compared with fifty-five per cent. so graded during the previous year. Why? 
The answer is ‘rust. ; 

“Last year, Manitoba produced only 30,000,000 bushels of wheat as 
compared with 50,000/000 bushels in 1926. Why? The answer is ‘rust.’ 

“Nor is that lhe whoie story. Since 1907 rust has filched an average of 
$25,000,000 a year from the Western wheat grower, a total of half a billion 
dollars. In one year, 1916, the loss from rust damage reached the colossal 
sum of $200,000,000. In 1928, 25,000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat that 
might have gone oul into the markets of the world fell a prey to the rust 
scourge. More thin that, thanks to the same scourge, it now is imposslble 
to grow Marquis wheat in great areas of southern Manitoba and those who 
know best declare, without equivocation, that a similar fate would overtake 
all of that province and most of Saskatchewan if this new thrust of Nature 
were allowed to ruu its course unchallenged.” 

even to Western farmers who know, to their own sorrow, the terrible 
ravages of rust, these statements, showing the enormous extent of the losses 
sustained, and the gravity of the menace to the future of wheat growing in 
the West, will come as a surprise and a distinct shock. It is revealed by these 
tacts and figures tat ‘rust’ is levying a heavier toll on Western fariners 
than customs tariffs, or frelght rates, or hail, or many other things which 
have long commanded the attention of farmer organizations, 

Rust, hail and noxious weeds are the great enemies of the \Western 
farmer. Weeds can be eradicated through the combined efforts cf rural 
municipal councils and individual farmers, and they can be prevented by the 
adoption of good farming methods, and the use of only good, clean seed. 
Insurance against losses by hail can be secured, even if the occurrence of 
hail cannot be prevented or controlled. But it has been established that rust 
cannot be prevented or eradicated; that there is no bread wheat in the known 
world that is immune from rust; that, consequently, the only hope lies in the 
development of a type of bread wheat that is rust resistant. . 

As is pointed out in Mr. Irwin's article, it is the same old story of the 
pioneer’s audacity all over again, ,,In the beginning, the West couldn’t find a 
wheat that would: grow fast enough to escape the spring and autumn frosts 
north of the forty-ninth parallel. So it called in the plant breeder and made 
wheats that would grow fast enough. Now it’s a wheat that won't fecd rust. 

The story of the campaign now being waged to develop such a wheat igs 
an inspiring one. Furthermore, the progress thus far made is highly encour- 
aging, even though the battle is yet far from being won, or the end of the 
struggle in sight. Dr. Bailey, who has been In charge of the Dominion Rust

Wheeler, of Rosthern, has given 2 
statement on his experiments.

«straw and poor milling qualities. This 
variety of wheat is also-of the beard- 
‘ed type. In 1923 Dr. Whecler found

Growing Flax For Fibre 


May Be,Harvested By Cutting Instead 
Of Pulling 

The slow, progress that has been 
made in the growing of flax in Can; 
ada for fibre has been due to a con; 
siderable extent to the old idea that 
the flax. plants have to be harvested 
by pulling. Hxperiments in harvesting 
at the Experimental Farm at Ottawa 
indicate that flax that is harvested by 
cutting: can be made into a high 
grade tow. By harvesting the crop 
in this way one of the most expensive 
items of culture is largely overcome. 
The significance of this conclusion is 
that flax may be grown over a very 
wide area of Canada and not con- 
fined: as it has been largely in the 
past to districts where Indian labor 
could be secured cheaply to pull the 
crop.

‘There are now in Canada more than 
150,000 miles of improved roads that 
PS are kept in good condition durigg the 
touring season, and in some districts 
during the winter months as, well. In 
addition there are thousands of miles 
of roads of less costly types that aro 
Suitable for motor traffic. The con- 
struction and maintenance of all these 
roads have cost the Canadian an 
enormous sum of money. Highway 
inzprovement projects undertaken in 
co-operation by the Dominion Gevern- 
ment and Provincial Governments un- 
dex the Canada Highway Act of 1917 
covered only 8,688 miles of the total 
rcad mileage of the country, Yet they 
involved a total investment of almgst 
$49,000,000, of which the Dominion 
undertook to pay $19,596,388, and had 
paid $18,775,604 up to the end of 
March, 1927. Expenditures made for 
road construction and maintenanco 
throughout the Dominion amounted 
in the one year 1926, to $45,500,000, 
of which almost $16,000,000 repre- 
sented the cost of upkeep. Further- 
more, there is reason to believe that 
exspenditures of the kind will 
continue. 

‘The Canadian people's investment 
in good roads has facilitated travel 
between centres of population 
thzoughout the Dominion. It has un- 
dgubtedly had an influence upon social 
land business relations between inhab- 
itants of the country. It has afforded 
new means of access to the sunimer 
holiday grounds and to the most 
beautiful sections of the land. These 
advantages the expenditures on-high- 
ways have procured for the Canadian 
peaple. Those expenditures have also 
helped to attract visitors in large 
numbers from the United States. In 
j2227, 3,153,800 touring motgr cyrs 
came to Canada from the United 
States. The travellers in those cars, 
it is estimated, spent $276,288,150 in 
this country, as compared with $203,- 
197,820 that tourists of the kind dis- 
bursed here in 1926, In 1927 Cana- 
dians visited the United States in

The Peace 
River 2..:.trict has been popularly 
thought o. as the last “inland empire” 
in that direction. but an engincer of 
the Topographica! Survey of the De- 
partment of the Interior during the 
summer of 1927 penetrated west and 
north of the outermost edge of Peace 
River and found a land of fertile 
grassy hills, of high rolling open 
plateaus upon which roam flocks of 
Rocky Mountain goats and bighorn 
sheep and herds of caribou, and 
where the grizzly bear takes his ease 
with dignity. The country is drain- 
ed by clear, cold, fish-teeming rivers 
and streams which have their rise 
in the glaciers of the main range of 
the Rockies to the west. 

The investigations of the explora- 
tory party extended in general over 
an area 80 miles west and 175 miles 
north of Wudson Hope, or roughly 
between latitudés 56 degrees and 58 
degrees, and longitudes 122 degress 
and 124 degrees. Fifteen years ago 
the south-eastern corner of this coun- 
try, the nearest point to civilization, 
lay: distant from Edmonton, a_ six 
weeks’ journey of hard travelling. 
Now, with improved rail and steam- 
boat facilities, it can be reached in 
summer in as many days. The south- 
erly edge of this area was first touch- 
ed in 1793 by Sir Alexander Macken- 
zie during his famous overland jour- 
ney to the Pacific. Later on the more 
accessible portions of the Peace and 
Finlay Rivers were explored. 

As a result of the season's work a 
total of about 10,000 square miles of 
new territory was covered and in- 
formation obtained for the issue of a

Putting Rural Credits 
Scheme Into Effect 


Will Probably Be Workinz Within 
Next Two Months 

The rural credits scheme sanctioned 
by Parliament, session before last, 
will be put into effect, probably with- 
in the next two months. 

This is an act whose operation was 
contingent upon provinces going into 
the plan on a 50-50 basis. So far Nova 
Scotia, Manitoba, Alberta, and British 
Columbia have expressed in legisla- 
tion, adherence to the plan. Sas- 
katchewan has a plan of its own. 

The Dominion act provides for a 
commissioner and staff at Ottawa and 
for local provincial boards to super- 
vise loans. Fifteen million was appro- 
priated by Parliament for the pur- 
pose which is designed to supplement 
existing credit facilities and provide 
for bridging what has been termed 
the “barren area’ of credit between 
the short term loans of the hanks and 
thte long term mortgages of mort: 
gage corporations.

Rental Of 265 Cents Per Acre

Ottawa.—A conference between 
representatives of the Dominion and 
provincial " governments concerned 
will be summoned to meet at the 
close of the present pariiamentary 
session to attempt to reach an agree- 
ment with regard to the return of 
the natural resources to the western 
provinces. This’ is disclosed in corres- 
pondence on the matter which was 
tabled in the House of Commons, 

The correspondence was between 
Premier King, Premier J. £. Brown- 
lee, of Alberta, and Premier John 
- Bracken, of Manitoba. In it Premier 
Bracken refers to the Federal Gov- 
ernment's “prompt and generous 
manner of instituting the Duncan 
report concerning the Maritime Prov- 
inces,” and suggests regarding the 
western natural resources that “the 
time is singularly opportune for the 
settlement of this question by arbi- 
tration,” 


Replying, Premier King sald: “In 
arranging for arbitration we can see 
some Objection to sending the ques- 
tion to the privy council, and, it 
would therefore be well that we 
should, reach an agreement both with 
respect to the terms of reference for 
the arbitration and the tribunal to 
which the matter is referred.” Later 
he suggested that a conference should 
be held immediately following’ the 
close of the present parliamentary 
session. : 


The correspondence with Premier 
Brownlee is confined to an exchange 
of telegrams. Premier Brownlee de- 
clares that his government Is pre- 
pared “actively' to renew negotla- 
tions leading to a complete settle 
ment of the questions as soon as the 
present session is over.” in the 
meantime, the Alberta Government 
was considering references ta the 
privy council, but was not: in position 
to commit itself to the position of 
appellant, 


Union With Newfoundland 


Any Proposal Would Be Welcomed 
By People Of Canada 

Ottawa.—Any representations for 
union between Canada and Newfound- 
land would receive the consideration 
of the Canadian Senate. This was 
elicited recently from the debate 
which was precipitated by the resolu- 
tion of Senator: C. E. Tanner, which 
declared that “in the: opinion of this 
House, Canada should favorably con- 
sider any proposal that may be made 
by Newfoundland for union with the 
Dominion of Canada.” 

Speaking to his resolution, Senator 
Tanner declared that thé Senate 
could not make anything in the form 
of a definite proposal. That must 
necessarily come from the authority 
.of the country, either the government 
of Canada or that of Newfoundland. 
But the Senate was justified in put- 
ting upon record its views in regard 
to public opinion in Canada, Any pro- 
posal from Newfoundland for union 
with Canada would be welcomed and 
the people of this country would be 
ready to sit down and talk the mat- 
ter over in a friendly spirit. The 
Senator pointed to the community of 
interest between Newfoundland and 
the maritime provinces and to the in- 
creasing trade between the two coun- 
tries. He praised Newfoundland’s war 
effort and its loyalty to a common 
crown. 

Senator Tanner felt that it was de- 
sirable that the units of the empire 
should be consolidated “further than 
they are if the people of Newfound. 
land should desire.” The senator said 
he would like to entertain a vision 
when not only Nev:?o..dland but also

Ottawa.—Budget changes to the 
tariff on woollens brought sharp dis- 
cussion in the House. Conservatives 
attacked the changes as having been 
inspired by English woollen interests. 
The tariff, Hon. R. B. Bennett, Op- 
position leader, charged, seemed to 
have been moulded by Huddersfield 
and Bradford rather than by Cana- 
dians for Canadians.

Hon. James A. Robb, minister of 
finance, remarked that there were in- 
stances where Canadian manufac- 
tuYers had made representations to 
the British Government through the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce in 
London. Representations of a simi- 
lar nature had been made to the gov- 
ernments of South Africa, New Zea-°

At this very moment, said Mr. 
Robb, representatives of Canadian 
agricultural interests were at Wash- 
ington before the United States 
tariff board in connection with the 
importation into the United States of 
milk and cream. The minister said 
that the discussion proved the diffi- 
culty of making a tariff which would 
suit everybody in Canada. The debate 
tonight had shown that the woollen 
industry was not over prosperous, 
but the T.A.B. in considering how best 
to help the woollen manufacturers 
had before them the alternatives of 
raising the duty on the finished fabric 
or giving greater concessions on the 
raw material. Mr. Robb believed that

Malaria is another ailment that is 
surrendering to the vigilance of 
science. Formerly most persons 
‘supposed that malaria was contract- 
cd from the miasmatic dampa, that 
rose from moist and swampy places. 
But, as in the case of yellow fever, 
transmission of the disease has been 
traced to a single type of moscuito 
which is active in certain seasons and 
thas preferential breeding places. By 
‘concentrating on the destruction of 
that mosquito, control of malaria is 
being effected, not only in densely 
populated cities, but in sparsely set- 
tled areas as well. 

Last year the international board 
participated in public health work 
in cighty-eight states and nations. 
Its aid to governments is given by 
sending trained experts ‘to assist in 
putting public health “plans on a 
‘scientific basis, but even raore in 
helping governments establish their 
‘own public health services and -train- 
ing their staffs to carry on the essen- 
tial tasks. Throughout the world 
the battle against diseaes is being 
fought with trained intelligence by 
thousands of individuals and agen- 
cies and better results are being ob- 
tained year by year.

Usefulness Of the Aeroplane 
Overshadowing Its Romance . 
In Canada, the “heavier than air” 

machine is playing an active part in 
the development of our newly-open- 
ed lands. So intimately is it connect- 
ed with such development that it ‘is 
practically accepted as a matter of 
course and the romance formerly as- 
sociated with it is more and more be- 
coming overshadowed in the public 
mind by its usefulness. One of the 
most vital uses is in mapping regions 
otherwise difficult of access. In this 
work the eye of the aeroplane is the 
camera, specially fitted to the ‘plane 
and equipped to take photographs of 
the terrain below. These photographs, 
with a minimum amount of ground 
surveying as control, supply the de- 
tail for ‘the finished maps. 

They have been made use of in the 
Rouyn Lake map sheet just issued by 
the Topographical Survey of Canada. 
‘This map. supplements the Rouyn- 
Larder Lake sheet issuéd several 
months ago, which embraces the re- 
gion immediately to the west. The 
aerial photographs were taken in co- 
operation with the Royal Canadian 
Air Force, and the ground surveys 
in co-operation with the Geological 
Survey of Canada and provincial sur- 
veying departments of Quebec. 

The country represented on the 
Rouyn Lake- map sheet falls within 
the mineral belt and extends about 
50 miles easterly from the town of 
Rouyn. Being more or less a flat re- 
gion with innumerable waterways and 
fairly large lakes, motorists. can ply 


without interruption for long dis-. 


tances almost anywhere. On the 
Kingojevis River, which is shown 
crossing the sheet diagonally, motor 
boats can go in one day from Rouyn 
to Villemontel on the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways main line immediate- 
ly outside,the sheet on the north. 

A branch line from the above rail- 
way at Taschereau connects with 
Rouyn and continues beyond it to 
Swastika in Ontario on the Temis- 


kaming and Northern Ontario Rail-- 


way. This line serves the northwest- 
erly portion of the district. The north- 
easterly portion is served by steamers 
and motor boats which run from 
Amos on the Canadian National Rail- 
ways southerly through the Harri- 
canaw River and La Motte Lake sys- 
tem. It is agricultural country and is 
also accessible from the railway by 
both main and secondary roads. The 
waters above mentioned have been 
dredged where necessary and a tram- 
way ‘constructed over the height of 
land to the west thus making a con- 
nection with the Kewagama Lake 
and Kinojevis River. 

Here and there mining operations 
are in progress and lumbering is car- 
ried on to some extent. These with 
agriculture constitute the industries 
of the region.

Big Game Population of Sanctuary 
Estimated at Thirty Thousand 
-In the ordinary sense of the word, 
taking the census is an ecasy and 
prosaic business. But it is not quite 
so trite in Jasper National Park, 
which is a wild animal sanctuary five 
thousand square miles in area. A 
man can hardly go up to a grizzly 
bear and.say: “Good morning, . sir. 
I'm taking the census. How many 
are there in your family?” I£-.the 
census-taker does that there is like- 
ly to be one less in his own family. 
Of course the animals are not all ag 


careless in their treatment of stray. 


humans as the grizzlies, but it isn’t 
any easier to keep track of the high- 
stepping sheep and the swift-running 
caribou. 

In spite of all handicaps, the war- 
dens have been able to get a very 
good estimate of the inhabitants of 
Jasper, however. Rocky Mountain 
sheep and mule deer head the list, 
they say, with ten thousand head 
each. There are between two and 
three thousand goats; between one 
thousand and two thousand caribou; 
about eighteen hundred moose; one 
thousand elk; between one hundrea 
and fifty and three hundred grizzlies, 
and about two thousand black and 
cinnamon bears. Beaver are plen- 
tiful and there are great numbers of 
otters, fishers, martins, mink, musk- 
rats and porcupines. JT igures for 
these small animals are not avail- 
able, but, if they are not included, 
Jasper’s animaleresidents go beyond 
thirty thousand in number. And 
that is a conservative estimate. 

A few years ago, some of Canada’s 
finest animals, such as the 
were threatened with extinction, but 
the national parks were created and 
the animals are secure for ever. 
Since Canada is the last natural 
haunt for many of them, thé educa- 
tional value of the game preserve is 
great, and, apart from education, 
there isalways a thrill in coming 
upon a lordly mountain ram standing 
in the road with head up, watching 
you. curiously, or in catching sight of 
a beautiful deer scampernig off in 
the woods.

Progress In Civil Aviation 


Twenty-One Organizations Are Now 
_ Operating In Canada 

The reports of the civil organiza- 
tions operating aircraft for the year 
1927 show an all-round increase in all 
forms of aerial activity. 

The organizations operating alr- 
craft have grown from 10 in 1925 and 
16 in 1926, to 21 in 1927. The mileago 
flown hag risen from 255,826 in 1925 
to 825,010. in 1927. 

Passenger traflic showed a tremen- 
dous advance, due very likely to the 
increasing popularity of short plcas- 
ure flights. 

The accident returns for licensed 
aircrafts and pilots show a decrease 
of one in the number of flying acci- 
dents causing death or injury, of 
which there wore four In 1927 and 
five in 1926. These involved the death 
of two pilots and two passengers apd 
the injury of one pilot and two pas- 
sengers as against two persons killed 
gnd eight persons injured in 1926.

Most Records Made In B.C. 


Hens of Coast Province Lead in Egg 
Production 

It is but a few years ago that the 
300-egg hen was something to mar- 
vel at. The time has arrived, how- 
ever, when this distinction is by no 
means rare. In the record of perform- 
ance work carried on by the Live- 
stock Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, 27 birds dur- 
ing the past year exceeded the 300- 
egg mark, tht highest being 338. R. 
W. Zavitz, supervisor of this work, 
reports that all but four of these rec- 
ords were made in British Columbia. 

During the past year more than 30 
per cent, of the 32,178 birds entered 
won record of performance certifi- 
cates by reason of laying upward 150 
eggs each during the year, and of 
these about one-third won advanced 
certificates by laying 225 or more 
eggs during the twelve-month period.

Of the two Komodo dragons in the 
London Zoo, one is already tame 
enough to feed from the hand he 
fancies eggs—and to go for walks De- 
hind the scenes.

If it can be managed, every Zoo 
inmate is tamed sufficiently to per- 
mit of handling, for it greatly im- 
proves their chances in the‘event of 
illness, The most wonderful case 
is that of the giant conger eel in the 
Aquarium, This sea-creature, when 
fed, will allow the keeper to lift her 
out of the water and nurse her in his 
arms.

Ostend To Celebrate 
Raid Of Vindictive 


Allied Warships Are Invited To 
Observe Tenth Anniversary 


Ostend is preparing a fete for the 
10th anniversary of the Vindictive 
raid, and American, French and other 
allied warships and their crews are 
being invited to take part. 

The main feature of the fete will 
be a procession through the streets 
of Ostend, somewhat on the lines of 
last year’s Rotary procession. 

The celebration does not take place 
on St. George’s Day but on June 3, 
the first Sunday after Whit-suntide. 
American, British, French, Belgian, 
and Italian warships are coming to 
Ostend for the regatta, and are to be 
invited to fly flags by day and show 
multi-colored lights at night for the 
fete. Deputations from the crews will 
march in the procession. 

The keel of the Vindictive, lying 
now in a square at Ostend, and care- 
fully painted to prevent rotting, will 
be placed on an immense car and 
drawn through the streets. Behind 
the car will march those of the sur- 
vivors. of the crew who can wall. 

In the course of naval’ operations 
off the Belgian coast ten years ago 
next May, the British Navy was able 
to sink the old battleship Vindictive, 
loaded with concrete at the mouth of 
the Harbor of Ostend, partly blocling 
egress from that port, which was be- 
ing used by the Germans as a naval 
base. ,
